LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  Year  1951* 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population  remains 

about  the  same, 

The  birth  rate  (16,3)  is  higher  than  last  year  (15*2,)  and  higher  than 
that-  for  England  and  Wales  (15*5)* 

The  death  rate  (12.0)  is  higher  than  in  1950  (9°9) » tut  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  (12.5) « 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  in  the  same  groiipings  as  last  year, 
mainly  diseases  associated  with  elderly  people, 

A number  of  wells  supplying  houses  in  villages  without  piped  water 
continue  to  be  polluted.  Work  of  laying  water  mains  in  progress  at  Packington, 
and  e s tensions  to  existing  mains  carried  out  at  Coleorton,  Osgathorpe , Ravenstone 
and  Gracedieu.  Work  at  Appleby  Magna  to  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  Packington 
na.'.ns  are  completed.  Work  is  now  in  progress  on  the  pump  house  at  Heather  where 
the  borehole  was  sunk  in  1949 « The  sinking  of  an  additional  borehole  has  been 
carried  out  at  Acresford. 

There  are  now  249  Cesspools  in  the  district  and  none  of  the  post  war 
schemes  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  disposal  have  beer  carried  out. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  has  increased  to  4*026  and  the  number  of 
houses  with  water  closets  to  2.179*  During  the  year  47  closets  were  converted  to 
the  water  carriage  system. 

Only  38  houses  were  completed  in  195 1 compared  with  87  in  1950.  bringing 
the  total  of  post  war  houses  to  303-  The  total,  number  of  applicants  for  Council 
Houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  808,  and  the  number  of  applications  received 
during  the  year  was  118,  Rehousing  still  remains  an  even  greater  problem 

facing  the  Council. 

218  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  this  incluued 
121  cases  of  Measles,  44  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  and  42  cases  of  Pneumonia. 

For  *he  fifth  year  in  succession  Measles  has  again  been  prevalent  mostly  during 
March,  April  and  May,  This  year  there  was  very  little  Measles  on  the  east  side 
of  the  district  as  in  the  previous  4 years,  there  being  36  cases  in  Packington, 

33  in  Measham,  15  in  Donisthorpe  and  Oakthorpe,  8 in  Appleby  Magna, 

To  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council,  I wish 
to  extend  my  thanks  for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation. 

Finally,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  J,  P.  Cook,  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Mr.  C»  S.  Curtis,  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  their 
invaluable  help  during  the  year,  and  to  you  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  for  your  kindness 

and  co-operation.

During  the  year  routine  work  has  continued  in  connection  with 
housing  inspections,  Town  and  Country  Planning,  sanitary  Improvements,  drainage 
work,  water  supplies,  inspection  of  food  shops,  ®t©0 

During  the  yeas*  it  was  decided  to  bring  into  full  use  the  Fourth 
Rofuse  Collection  Vehicle,  rather  than  have  it  standing  idle  and  only  be  called 
upon  when  one  of  the  other  vehicles  was  off  the  road  for  repairs®  In  view  of 
this  you  authorised  me  to  draw  up  plans  for  re-dividing  the  district. 
Unfortunately  staffing  problems  had  not  at  the  end  of  the  year  made  it  possible 
to  bring  the  scheme  into  operation,  but  as  soon  as  the  labour  position  improves 
the  scheme  can.  be  put  into  force. 

The  small  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Newbold  and  Newton  Burgoland 
designed  to  deal  with  the  effluent  from  housing  sites,  continue  to  function 
satisfactorily,  but  considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  pump  at 
Dawson:s  Close  Council  House  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Osgathorpe,  and  complaints 
have  been  received  from  the  tenant  of  the  house  adjoining  the  Works  to  the  effect 
that  offensive  adours  are  emitted  from  the  tanks  and  filter.  The  Ravenstone 
Works  continue  to  be  overloaded  being  in  need  of  urgent  reconstruction® 
Improvements  to  the  Swannington  Works  are  very  desirable®

Burgoland  have  been  altered  -and  paved  and  130  yards  of  open  and  insanitary 

ditch  piped  in. 

Painting  has  been  completed  at  12  Swedish  Type  Houses  at  Ravenstone  and 
4 at  Swannington.  The  new  colour  scheme  has  enhanced  the  appearances  of  these 
and  given  great  satisfaction  to  the  tenants.

at  Leicester  Road,  Measham.
